French physiologist Claude Bernard (12 July 1813 — 10 February 1878) was the first to overturn the con- 
ventional understanding that life is an adjustment to the environment. “Adjustment to the surrounding en- 
vironment is death,” he argued. “The phenomenon of life is that of preserving an internal environment 
contrary to an outside environment.” What the hell does this have to do with DX’ing? 


In probability theory, normal distribution most often resembles a bell-shaped curve. Looking around the 
room ata typical DX Club meeting, the bell-shaped curve of the plotted age of the members is skewed far 
to the right. 


Thankfully, with recent upticks in the issuance of ham radio licenses it would seem that amateur radio in 
general has not adjusted to the “surrounding environment” and is far from facing its’ imminent demise. 
Most of the new licensees are technician-class but certainly a percentage of those will advance their li- 
censes and it follows that a percentage of them will become DX’ers. 


But we need to understand that, as Bernard argued, “Adjustment to the surrounding environment” on our 
part will likely result in the death of our aspect of amateur radio. No one would argue that there doesn’t 
need to be a critical mass of DX’ers at all times to insure future generations will be working future DXpedi- 
tions during future sunspot cycles. A still-living amateur radio-licensed Bernard might argue that in order 
to preserve DX’ing, DX’ers should not continue to adjust to the current environment but to fight it in order 
to preserve it. 


What can we DX club members do to preserve HF DX’ing will exist for future generations? Here’s an idea: 
Fish where the fish might be biting. Other radio clubs are always looking for speakers. As a club we can 
put together a presentation on the thrills of DX’ing and various members (not me, | melt in front of audi- 
ences) can give that presentation to other Los Angeles area radio clubs. Or we can put together a video 
presentation to be distributed to other clubs nationwide and uploaded to YouTube. We have to do some- 
thing not only to bring that “bell-shaped curve” back to DX clubs everywhere but to make sure those clubs 
continue to exist. We can adjust to our environment or we can lead the charge against it.

MARK WEISS, K6FG 


Retired from the L.A. Superior Court bench, Mark is a true Valley Boy, 
having lived in the San Fernando Valley virtually his entire life. Like 
many of us from that era, Mark’s first radio was a crystal set which he 
built at age 11. In 1954 he graduated to a Philmore three-tube radio 
and heard his first ham radio operator on the short wave band of that 
radio: W6NAZ, Lenore Jensen (then Lenore Conn). “Lenore and K6EL, 
Ray Selwyn were my mentors,” recalled Mark. “Ray introduced me toa 
ham whom he thought was about my age: Jim Leighty, W6UJX. Jim 
was actually much older—he was in 7th grade at Van Nuys Junior 
High School and | was in 5th grade in elementary school.” 


Mark was issued KN6PBI in November, 1955 and wonders if there is 
anyone who can identify the future K6FG in the picture below. The an- 
swer is at the bottom of this page.

“When | took algebra in 9th grade | was surprised to discover that | 
already knew much of the course material as a result of studying for 
the general exam,” said Mark. While he was in high school, Mark did 
considerable radio-related design and construction.

He enrolled in UCLA and received his law school 
degree in 1967 but returned to his technical background working for a 
Litton Data Systems as he put it, “an alternative to going to Vietnam.” ~ » - 


Mark spent 3 1/2 years as an L.A. County Public Defender, 13 years in FEW Junior High school hada radio 
private law practice and 20 years with the L.A. Superior Court and is aa oer 

now retired with a lot of time for DX’ing. “We travel quite a bit, but have 

only operated HF from Italy, Canada and Hong Kong. | always carry and HT with me and have operated from many 
countries when I’m in port on cruises.” 


“My rig at this time is an IC-7800 and Alpha 9500, a 4 element SteppIR, 2 element 40m, shunt- 
fed tower on 160 and 80, dipole on 75, 9 elements on 6 and some VHF and UHF antennas on 

the roof. The rig is completely automated. The logging program controls the rig which automat- 
ically selects among the antennas, etc.”

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MORSE MIT SCHLAG 
Harvey Laidman, W8DX 


In the fall of 1957, | sat in that dingy office in a cold corner of my brick high 
school, scraping wadded gum from the underside of the desktop. In much too 
long a time, Mr. Hatch, my counselor, breezed into the room wearing a worn, 
tweed suit and a bulky green sweater. He smelled musty, like an old closet. 
He had a folder in his hand and he sat for much too long examining it. It was 
cold. | was sweating. “What language are 
you going to take?” He asked without looking 


up. 


"| don’t need a language. | have one,” | said. 


“Oh, yeah? What?” 


“Morse code.” 

He looked at me for much too long a time. Finally, he searched in a drawer and “I'm sorry, your heartbeat is sending S.0.S. in 
pulled out a stamp. “German,” he said, smashing the stamp on a mimeographed reorew code.”

Thus began, for me, a long life of Veltschmertz. 


| also took French, but never mastered it. | learned German because it was drilled into my head by Frau Doctor 
Sabina F. Deutsch. But | truly mastered Morse code. 


Years later, | took some cousins on a tour of my office-cum-radio room. | had been writing a little computer pro- 
gram that would allow one to input a sentence, and hear it translated into code. When | showed them the program, 
they insisted on sending me dirty sentences which | decoded to their delight. As they cranked the speed up, they 
emitted gales of laughter, and | realized that | really “spoke” Morse code. 


Don't try speaking German in Amsterdam. Not appreciated. But speak code all you want. | once blossomed poet- 
ic at a party, telling a non-ham wife how | treasured the quiet moments and musicality of CW operation. After a 
long interval of staring at me she said: “Bullcrap.” And she faded into the crowd. 


So is Morse code a language? Languages have poetry, literature, song. Language also has a written component. 
Writing code as a parade of dots and dashes lacks the art and variety of hieroglyphs and Sanskrit. One day, per- 
haps, when CW has totally vanished, there may be a Rosetta Stone, a battered copy of “Portnoy’s Complaint” half- 
buried near Las Vegas with a page translated into dots and dashes. 


But here’s why | gave up on my crusade to make Morse a real language, with literature and a Lexigraphy. | lis- 
tened on the frequency of a much-needed DXpedition, and heard foul, nasty and derisive comments sent in perfect 
cadence and rhythm. | concluded that although Morse code is learned with zeal and concentration; unlike German 
grammar, mastery of Morse code is no indication of humanity or intelligence. 


My “fist” is getting shaky, and my hearing has holes in the audio spectrum, so when a signal wavers, | miss a word 
here and there. Well, more “here” than “There.” But still, in the quiet hours of the morning, | slip my old pair of 
Brandes Superior ‘phones over my ears, and touch the waxy finger pieces of my G4ZPY VHS paddle, and stay just 
like that for much too long a time.

Our scores have increased yearly, our equipment and skills keep improving and the team has grown to 10 
members. We often have quality guest operators from other parts of ZL who want to join us for the weekend. 
We usually rank #1 or #2 in ZL and Oceania for each contest. A contesting team is a fantastic way to bond 
with other hams and achieve lasting friendships while improving operating skills.

Operating a contest from ZL is interesting as we are so far from the rest of the 
world. Pointing Yagis NE gives us all of the Pacific and NA. Moving the anten- 
nas to NW gives us EUs and most of Asia. A ZL (ZM) cal is rare and we are 
highly sought after as Zone 32. When the bands are open we can easily gen- 
erate huge pileups. The downside of competing from ZL is the location itself. 
We are 42 degrees below the equator and Africa is not easy. With most of the 
big contest stations on the equator, NA or in EU it is often a struggle on 40 
and 80 metres to crack the walls.

In 2009, we set a ZL Record in the CQWW SSB Multi two category. We did it 

again in 2010 and managed to better the ZL record again in 2012 and also came ‘st in Oceania. 2013 has 
been a great year for the team setting new records again in the Oceania Contests and the CQWW contests in 
both CW and SSB modes. The reason we keep improving is constantly fine tuning antennas and equipment 
along with better strategy planning before each contest. We know what works for each contest and the a 
team debriefing after each contest brings out new ideas to improve our performance the next time around.
